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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application In condition for allowance because: Despite Applicant's remarks to the contrary, the 
Examiner contends that "the hole" of the machine nozzle includes the open space of all portions of the nozzle (e.g. both nozzle body and 
the nozzle head) and that for the total section of the small holes to be larger than the section of "the hole" of the nozzle (as taught by XP 
'379) necessitates that the total small hole section be larger than the largest section of the nozzle open space (which, of course, would be 
larger than the portion of this section not occupied by the removable filter). For the total small hole section to be larger than only the 
section of the nozzle head portion of the hole would NOT be in agreement with XP '379*s teaching of the small hole section being larger 
than "the hole" section (which includes all portions of the nozzle). Before amending the claims in a continuing application, applicant 
should also consider the teachings of GB '232 mentioned in the interview and already of record.
